This is an alteration of the dollar of 1800, (six stars facing) the last figure erased, and a 
four inserted. 

It does not accord exactly with the 1804 die, but it does with the 6 star facing variety of 
the dollar of 1800, even with the accidental imperfections of the die. See small mark below and 
to right of the lower star on the left side of the coin on the obverse. 

See another small die mark on the reverse side, to the left of the last letter “A” in 
“America” and below the eagles left claw.
